alwayes defended their cauſe, that Chrift ſaid, All power is giuen 
me in heauen and in carth : Maidonaru refireth this with theſe 
« words. Chriſt ſpeaketh not here of all power, but of that which 
© he gaue tothe Apoſtles : that is,of the power to obtaine and ga- 
* ther together his ſpirituall Kingdome , for which buſineſſe hee 
«« ſent out the Apoſtles ; like as temporall Princes are carcfull of 
*f their temporall goods , ſoare they alſo of their Turiſdiftions. 
*« Here auaileth that which the olde Father Bernard wrote to 
« Pope Exgenias, in his firſt booke of Obſeruations, Your 
** js oucr © or ſinnes, and not ouer poſſeſſions, Theſe baſe 
* and earthly things haue their Judges , Kings and Princes of the 
© earth; wherefore doeſt thou enter ypon other mens iuriſdicti-

Other Nations vſcd yery grieuoully to complaine thene- 
ef, and that with reaſon , eſpecially Germany, whole 
Princes long ecking remedy hereof , were not very ac- 
ceptable, who could never ſatisfie the Romiſh Clergy , with 
riches and dignities : from this vnſatiable gulfe , allo ariſeth 
that they in the third Article , defire to cut off the conditions 
for their aduantage, which for the common peace lake , were 
recciued - nr 4am yeares ſince at Paſſow. But it is nor

Heere followeth the Cenſure yppon the ſecond part, 
which extendeth is lelfe farre larger thenthe firſt, inregard 
that is not onely ſhewerth the Cardinaliſh Prince , bur, thas 
which lyeth next vader.

- Saxon and Brandenburgh in the behalfe of the Rights of the 
Election : what is it elſe bur with the like Thunderbolt to daſh 
the heads of the ſacred Empire ? they ſay they are Herctickes : 
It is now notime to enquire after herefie , but rather ſoundly 
todiſpute, whether that a Biſhop like as hee hath right to ex- 
communicate a man for hereſie ; Whether thereforc hee hath 
the power alſo to rob and (poile a man of his dignitics and 
meanes- ? verily therein is great difference : Chrilt com- 
maunded that the excommunicated ſhould be counted as an 
Heathen or Publican : but in no place willeth hee chat men 
ſhould rob the Heathens or Publicans of their Authority, or 
ſhould ſpoile them of their goods. Chriſt himlelfe paid Tole 
ymo the Publicanes, and by his example, hath ſhewed vs the 
way what we ſhould doe. The Apoſiles lived vnder Heathe- 
niſh Emperours, and were obedient to their lawes : in like 
manner alſo were all cheir Succeſſours: nay the Apolfics being 
* obedient , vſcd to pray to God for them : There ſaith Ter- 
* exlliqn in his Analogie, inthe thirtieth Chapter , wee inuoke 
*the eternal God for the proſperity of the —_— , pray- 
*f ing that he may hane a long life , a peaceafull- gouernment, 
& an eftabliſht habiration, firong Armies, faichtull Councel- 
*lours, and a peacefull world: When 7aliar left Chriſtianity, 
and berookehimſelfeto Heatheniſme, did the Chriſtians then 
detrude him forth of his Empire ?*When way heare of this, 
then will they contend with-latter examples, ſaying, Where- 
fore then may not the Pope , by the ſame right for hereſie, 
tranſport the dignity of the EY vnto another, 
fince that Pope Leo the thitd,for the ſame occaſion tranſported 
the nbc fociths Grecians ypon the Freancky ? This is that 
Achilles which fo boafts in the Colledge of the Cardinalls,bur 
yet he'is not ſtrong enough to take in our Citic of Elinme, 
They abuſe themielues exceedingly with this —_ firſt 


from the Aﬀt of the Pope', they conclude the iuſtneſſe of the 
AQ,if we may ſo drive our Arguments, there is ao At of any 
Man 
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man, but it may be found fault withall : they errealſo 
herein, that they affirme that to be done, which was ne- 
uer done. 

We know it all of vs, that the Empire was tranſported, 
bue withall that it was done by the councell of Reme, as 
alſo all Italy conſented thereunto, either priuacly or pub- 
likely. Of the weſterne people I will paſſe over in lilence; 
They ſay againe that we haue many Writers, which 
make repetition of that which Les didz who denieth 
that: but they commend Leo, as being one of the chic- 
feſt cittizens, and ſo had the greateſt reſpe of any man 
in the Citty: they commend be alſo as being Biſhop of 
Rewe, who with his hands was to ſet vp the crowne, as 
being a ſign orrepreſentation of the Empire; Therefore 
theſe writers were in no hereſie, becauſe So meant chat 
either Leo did the ſame alone,” orelſe principally could 
haue done it. Many other who are no lefſe in number, 
nor in reſpett then theſe, doe relare vnto vs the cleane 
contrary : they ſay cxpreſlely, that the ſame was done and 
performed according to the decree and will,as is aforeſaid 
* of the Councell of Rome. Sigebertnw faith in the yeare 
« $or: The Roman: now, who long agoc had with« 
* drawne their affe(tions from the Conflantmepolitan Em- 
& perour, as then finging very good opporcunitie, be- 
& cauſe that a woman, when the Emperour Conſtantive 
& was depriucd of his (ighe, pots ne by h:s Son : 
* then proclamed they with one accord the Emperour 
& Charles for their Empcrour, they crowned him by che 
* hand of Pope Lee, they ſtiled him Emperour and :4«- 
« ruſt, A popilh writer Throdoriews de Niem, who atter- 
& wards was Biſhop of Ferden, faich, abour the very time 
& of the Coronation the people of Rowe made a Law ac- 
« cording to the old cuſtome, bur it was very trouble- 
&« ſome to recolle all chings that happencd to oiren : 
& therefore the ſenrenceright and power of the Ewpire, 
& was left vnto the Emperoup as we inde it written:then 

* the people of Rowe cranſported all chis v:zto Cherles,& 
ah / C gave 


The Cenſure or conſid eration 
« eawe vnco him all cheir right and power. 
Blendue alſo in his firſt book, decad. 2: and Azeas Sil- 
wins, or Pires 2. in Blonde his ſhort relation : alſo lacebus 
eimgirs, in his ſhort relation of the m_ of Rowe, 
ia the xi. Chaprer, doe afirme that che Coranation 
by Leo, was performed and done with the — 
and at theentreatie of the people of Reme. Theſe are rhe 
wordes of Onsphrine P annimwn in faftis : Leo by the con- 
ſent of the people of Rowe, and at the entreatic of the 
clergic of Rome, proclamerch Charles Emperour, So that 
from theſe and orhers who athrme that 18 was done by 
the Councell, and che people of Rowe ; mult thoſe wri- 
ters be interpreted, that they doe not confinne, nor yer 
deny the ſame ? 

How much more isit to belecue that which is confir- 
med by witneſles, which 1s denied by none : then nor to 
belceue thoſe which do confirme the ſame, becauſe thar 
all of them do not arfirme, alchough there be no body 
© that doe deny the fame: for after this manner wiiterh 
© Mhell Corcimenn very well, in his booke of the tran- 
&*ſporr of che Empire, we muſt beleeue that the ſame 
© tranſport was performed, and had his power or operati- 
* on from the coulenr and authoricie of the Remens, and 
<« orher people of /taly, T hat winch /wnerention the 3. 
wrore ynto Barreld Dake of Zaringe, doth nor contradity 
che ſame: That che apoſtolicall ſeare of Rome,rranſporred 
the Reman Enipire ymto che perſon of the fFarnous Charles 
© from the Grecians vnto the Germaner, for in this we 
«conſent: That the Apoſtolicall ſcare vpon no other 
* meaning did tranſport the Empire, but char they who 
« did tran{port the Empire, did conſent thereunto, or 
«elle ads deities that they ſhould rtranſpore che 
ſame. Burt ſucha tranſport hath had irs power trom the 
vniforme conſent of the people, 

Hence may very plainely appeare in what maner the 
tran{port which Les pertormed was done, and by this 
meanes that is very ealily ouer throwne, which they ſay : 
That 
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Thai the Empire was tranſported for Hereſie: the occa- 
fion of che eran{port 15 here formerly related out of Sigh- 
bertw:che trae cauſe thereof was, becauſe the Emperours 
ofthe Eaſt did neglect, or were carelelle of the Weſterne 
Empire and autharitie : and (6 (25 is aforeſaid) did ler it 
palle z this we can confirme and approue with very 
firme teſtimony 3; Lapoldau (aith in his fourth booke of 
the rights of the authoritic of the Empire, m chismaner. 
*© The Grecian Emperour in therime of Caro/as Magnus, 
* nay before his time al», 242, when his Father Pepix, 
**and his Grand-facher Caro/aus Martell lined, gouerned 
© onely with the name of the Weſterne Empire : ſothat 
* neither the Romiſh Church, nor the ocher Chriſtian 
* Congregations, nor choſe of the Longeberdes, who 
© were contrary to all law ſuppreit, could cicher by the 
* Eaſterne Emperour, nor by their authoricie obtaine 
* any right in the Weſterne Empure : fo that the afore- 
* ſaid Emperours made no account nor —_—_— of the 
© Wefterne Empire, bur held-it looſely as a derelict, 
5 onely commanding therewith che name, as appearerh 
© in divers Chronicles; Of the ſame opinion is /obennes 
6 Parifienſir, in his 16. Chapter, writing of the Kingly 
© and papall power, It was not done by the Pope onely, 
* bur chat it was the peoples defire, who may ſubieRt 
* themſcluesro whom they will, without preiudice to 
&* any ocher: and therefore that was done for aneceflary 
« reaſon, for to defend chem agaiuit the Hearhens and 
* Infidells, becauſe my could not be detended by any 
«Kogther: which right they might doe : for the people 
« makethe King, and che Army the Emperour. Anea 
Sylnrs in his booke of the rifing, andauthoricie of the 
« Romen Empire, ſaith im che 9. Chap, Arche lat when 
< the Grecigns were carelefle, of Rome, and leauing thc 
« fame to be made a pray, andto be ranſacked one whilc 
«by the Barbarians, and alſo by others: che people of 
« Rome, who with their bloud _— ſuch great ricti6s, 
« who by their valour had crefted che Monarohie of = 
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&« world, ſalmted by the name of Emmeronr, Carolns Magnum 
& then Keg of the Francks, _—_ German borne, who de- 
© luered the Cirtic and the Holy place from the inua- 
« fjon of enemies: firſt greeting him with this title, 
&« Patricia : and afterwards eAwgnfnr: the Popes good 
will and pleaſure hereunto concurring. Alſo faith 
& Nanelerns in his 27. generat, in the yeare $00, vpon the 
& day of the Birch ot our Lord, good deliberation i 
& ding: Leorhe Pope of Rome,conlidering that the Con- 
6 fantinopelitan Emperours did very carcleſlely defend 
& that naine, and held che Weſterne Empire as loſt: he 
& declared, with rhe conſent of the people of Rome, 
& Charles Emperour bf the Rowans, and crowned him 
& with the Crowne z when the commonaltie of the Ro- 
& wan; three times cried out alowde, Carols Auguſto, oc, 
Panins Emilins in his Hiſtoric of the Franckr, faith 
& chus: The Maicſtic of the Emperours was now at this 
& time, and before very flight z and rhere after he faith : 
6 the principalleſt of che Kowans being of anorher cou- 
& rage and audacitie, gaue their yoyces, that the (cate of 
& the Empire being ( asit were voyde ) and polletled of 
&© none: aS if it had beene Gods will, and had beene ſo or- 
&« dained : ſhould be inuceſted with the King of the 
& Francks, becauſe that he by his ſeruice which he had 
& done for the Church, had well deferucd the fame : and 
6 that they were obligde and bound to him, &c, 
Michaell Coccimus (peaketh yet more plaine concer- 
<« ning the tranſporr of the Empire, ſaying : When the 
« Romans, and almoſt all the people of 1:ahx by procelile 
& ottime, and the Inuahon of many Nations and pilla- 
« gings, as being ſubieRt ro the Gothes , Vice-Gother, 
« Humes,and Long-bardes, and being notable with chert 
* owne forces to Fiend themiclues, and the Grecians t2- 
«© king nocare at all of them forthe performance thereof: 
& nay that which js more, they themſeltes heaping euilt 
* yponewll, and vſing all dilligence to ſuppreile and 
& ſpoils them, vſing to great auaricioulaclle and _ of 
” autilo- 
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&« euthoritic *ouer them 4; they: marking the exceſſiue 
* cotetouſticſſe 0b the Grecdens, - and alto their carcleſ- 
* nefle : obſeruing alſo the worthinelle; capacitie, and 
* equitic of the Geymazes: they agtpecin the Empire 
« from the Grecians vnto the Germanes, and recommen- 
« ded the ſame to Care/m Magn ; This tranſport of the 
« Empire being efte&ed by the Roxnans, and other peo- 
« plc of tely, and that with the common conſent and 
* 2uthoritie ofthem all, out of alt doubt had full power, 
& and hath remained firme. 

Hence appeareth plaine enough, that they are eicher 
fooles,or clſc are much deceiued, which chinke that the 
Empire was tranſported to the Frazchs tor hereſic. 

his alſo is worthy conſideration, that although che 
Eafterne Empire was tranſported by Pope Leo to the 
Weſterne , that the Pope bach now the fame right to 
remoue the Empire according to his will. In olde time 
it was otherwiſe then it is now. Let vs grane that the 
Pope of Reme had ſome right,as the beſt qualified citizen 
of the cirieznay that rhe City(which neuer yet was done) 
had tranſported all her power vnto him , what doth char 
concerne theſe our preſent times, fince that the Po 
hath driven che Emperour our of che dominion of ho 
Citic, After what manner (ſay [) hereatter ſhall eicher 
Rome it (clte, or the Pope of Rowe pretend any right in 
the clefting of an Emperour, lince they doe not ac- - 
knowledge the Emperour tar their Lord z yea lince it 15 
acknowledged that the prince Ele(tors. are co be ordat 
ned by the conſent and. voices of the Srates , and this is 
by the approbation of Gregory the 5; hach not che Pope 
loſt hixrighe when he conſenced hereunto? ſs that here- 
by that auchoricie which. the Pope alcriberh co himſelte 
3 quite ouerthrowne, What a number of prootes might 
be produced agaiait this power of the Papet yea alſo the 
teſtimony: of principall perſpnages, who by reaſon of 
their learning,are exceeding tamous, 
Here followeth che thitd patt,whichſallech very > 
wes uonlly 
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uouſlyborh with tooth and ngile ypor the bodies of all 
thoſe that diſlike cheſcntenge of the Po peand chat.con- 
{ifkech mm the three laft Articles; 1 n ir 51 wee 
And firit that 1s: rouched which. concerncth the e- 
.lection, that 14, the. wghe: of voice is saken. from the 
Prince Ele&or the, Duke of Sax z vnder chis prevexr, 
| becauſe foriooth che Pope of, Reeve hath not confirmed 
that dignitie wherwith thac family fer thele many yeares 
hath been inveſted, tor 1s it confirmed by the Pope: as 
if that illuſtrious Family had not been ſo wiſe, as never 
co haue required the ſame of the Pope. Ir 1s but roo well 
knownevnto them, that they whom the Pope gloriech 
to haue honoured with the name of Empire or Authori- 
tie, that hee raketh away from them the maicſtic of au- 
thoricic : ſo that his inveſting may well be called dijro- 
bing , and his crowning ns or depoling. For 
I pray you, of what conſequence 1s the confirmation of 
the Pope vnto thoſe whom he drivesinto a bodhly feare, 
if he had no cemporall power ? It4sſuch as Origen long 
ago vaderſtood to be, which he raug ht,as appeareth by 
his writings vpon Mathew, on his twelfth Homily: 
* Among you which are mine,thefe things ſhall nor be; 
to the end that thoſe which haue any power in the 
« Church, doe not ſeeme to domineere ouer their bre- 
&« thren,nor to vic any authoritie, For like as a neceflitic 
& ;s impoſed ypon temporall-matters, and not left ro the 
&« will; and fpirituall mattersim will,and not inmeceſhey: 
& ſo ſhall che dominion of {piricuall Princes be confirmed 
«© in loue, and not in bedily feare, If therefore the 
power vt the prince EleQors be from the Pape, becauſe 
that the Emaperiall power isfrom him, as our adverſaries 
aftrme: how-can > acne chart rhe dignitic of the 
prince Ele&or -muſt proceed fromthe Pope, at it'be nor 
needfull charthe Emperour be confirmed by the Pope 2 
There1s a'text that faich , The Army maketh an Empe- 
rour. The Gloſle ſaith thereby, He 15-2Tighr Emperovur 
before ho be-confirmed by the'Pope. This they:of Baſi/ 
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vnderftdod very well; who after the death of Ledowiche, 
where the Lord of Bambeirgher chicte Preſident made 
this anſwer : That Emperour which the prince Eleftars 
ſhall ordaine for vs, him will we accepr of, alchough he 
haue no refpect ynto the Pope. This appeareth i» ſex 
wento Vrſpergenſs, Nay that which is morezrhe Pope him- 
ſelſe conteſlerh,that not the Empire it ſelte,bur the Em- 
all title reſted onely in him. Pope Adrienthe fourth, 
1m his Epiſtle to the Archbiſhop of Mears, Trier and Cwi- 
len, ſaith : The name of the Emperour is from the Pope, 
bur the Empire and Authoritie cometh from the prince 
Eletors, Hence then isconfured that which is (ai& in 
the 27 Article , ſince that the Pope hat) confirmed the 
Duke of Bavaria in the dignicie of priace Ele(tor , that 
then not onely the King of Spaine (who is there mentio- 
ned) bat alſo the Emperour 1s bereaued of the power 
to reſtore againe vnto the Palgrave his hereditary poſ- 
ſeſſions and the dignitic of the prince eleQorſhip. For 
if the Pope hath no power in the affaires of rhe Empire, 
then ſhall the Emperour by his doings nor loſe his r1g (1e, 
much leſle any vibes Prince, it he betore che Popes deed 
had any righ: of ſuffrage. 

I am forced to ſtop my cares by che reaton of that ex- 
treame proud and ambirious affront which 15 ſer downe 
in the 28 Article: Thar although the erwo moſt puifſane 
Kings of Great Briltaine xnd Denmarks, or the two 1'- 
luſtrous prince Eleftors of Sexxs and Breaxdenburgh 
ſhould require of the Emperour that the Pelſgrave of . 
Rhize might be reſtored 2gaime vnco his heredicary pol - 
ſeſſions and dignitie of prince EleQor, that they then 
robbed the Seate of Rewmee of the right of irs mareftie, and 
did attribute the power of the prince Ele&tors digniric 
vnto the Emperour, The Pope of Rowe doth very fallly 
attribute that maicftic vnro himfelfe, which appertain- 
ech tothe Emperour, and to the Princesof the Empire 
and the Statcs, Very fallly isthe Pope of Rewe called 
here, the Fountaine and Sourſe of the* prince Electors 
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dignities;becauſe that power is ſprang out of the Coun” 
cell of the Germaine Princes. Like as Nawelgin ſaith, Ge- 
nerd.74- The writer Theedoriew Niewws victh theſe 
words:The Princes of Germwanis have ordained it ſo, The 
very ſame alſo do other writers affirme, Nether doe I de- 
ny that it was with che approbati6 of Pope Gregor7 the 5. 
Therefore the temporall dignitie js nut chicfcly from the 
Pope, for nor the Pope, bur the princes of the Empire 
doe repreſent the whole body and people of the Empire, 
in whom immediatly, as in the ſabic che temiporall 
power conſiſteth, 
Nicholas Cuſanxu in his third booke of the catholicke 
concordance, in the 4, Chap. In my iudgement iudgerh 
well thereof, writing in this maner, faith : « The 
* prince Electors,who cletted in the place of others, were 
© (in the time of Pope Gregory the 5, being a Germaine ) 
& ordained of the naturall kindred of Otbs : and there- 
« fore it isnot tollcrable that the prince Eleors ſhould 
& haue their power of ele&ting from the Pope of Rome , 
* ( ſothat now, vnlelſe he conſented theſe ſhould not

© and holy infticuted : andafterwards there he ſerteth 
*« downe yer ſomething clſe ; the prince EleQors that 
& were conſticured by the generall vniformitie of voices, 
* of all Germwanes and others belonging to the Empire : 
&© in the time of Hewy the 2, had Th tundamentall 
© power from the generall conſent of voices ol all, who 
= C the law of nature wight chuſe chemſclues an Em- 
** perour, not from the Pope of Reme hin: ſelte, in whoſe 
a; er 1t15not to giue to cuery prounice a King oran 
" | when it plealech him, and when it doth nog 
** pleaſe him, 1, 
Laſtly, the aFriicles were ſealed vp with this —ew. 
bat 
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That the Pope himſelfe, withoue preiudice to his ſeate» 
may not reuoke the EleQorſhip from the Duke of Bave- 
ris, ſince that he hah confirmed him in that dignirie; 
nay, that all the Prelates of the Romiſh Church, are 
bound with farce of Armes to maintaine the Duke of 
Rawnaria + wad yet raore, that all thoſe that are of che 
Romiſh C are bound to bring all their force ro- 
gocher to _—_— che (ame, - char dr m_ 
ie diſdynin me of Kin rinces, 

vary dos nad decide theſe concroucrfies 
which ariſc in che Empire, and threatneth ro force them 
by warre who are not coneene with the Popes ſentence ; 
How ilſauourly theſe thinges doe ſute and agree with 
Pope and Clergic of Rowe, 1s ſhewed ynto vs in that fa- 
mous place of Peter Damian, who lived in the yeare 
1060, his words in his Letter vnto the Biſhop Firminas 
arc theſe. 

& Like asthe Sonne of God himſelfe did oucrcome all 
«che obſtacles of this raging world, nor by any preofe of 
© vengeance, bur by conſtant patieace,and inuinceable 
« Maicſtic: ſs ficterh ir beſt that we rather ſufecr, and pa- 
© tzently endure che worlds raging with humilicie: chen 
© eicher by raking Armes in hand, or requiring wounds 
&« with wounds; eſpeciall ſince that berweene che Em- 
* pire andthe Priefl-hood, the offices are ſeuerall 5 The 
« King ſhall vſc the temporall Armes, the Prieſt ſhall pur 
« on a {piricuall ſword, which is the word of God ; Paal 
* ſaith of the princes of chis world, that he bearerh noc 
© the ſword in vaive, ny a Miniſter of God, and his re- 
* genger in wrath, vpon him chart doch euill; King Az«- 
i 7544, becauſe he rooke ypon him the Prieſts office, was 
« ſtricken with Leproſic : ſo that Prieſts which ſhall rake 
«Kyp Armes, ( which is the worke of the Laitie ) what 
©« deſerueth he ? It now any man would obic&, char 
« Pope Les oftentimes thruſt humſclte mto watres, and 
«yer for all thar was aruſtPope:l cell you mane opinion, 
*« Peter never obtained che Apoſtle-ſhip becauie _ 
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«< {ooke his Maſter ;- Nor Dewid the pift of prepnctng, 
& becauſe he defiled another mans bed. Here 1s nor to 
**ronſidered of good and euill things according to the 
&* tieſort of thepoſlefſors,bur they are to be iudged accor- 
&* ding'to cheir owrne qualities. Doe wereade any where 
« that Pope Gregory, who endured ſo many roberies and 
<« pitages of the Longebeard;, cirher did or wrot the like y 
_ Dor we reade any where,that any of the holy and wor- 
« thy. Popes did euer take vp Armes to make a watre: no 
*xreuer in no place z-grant then that the Lawes of the 
< cnaill Magiftrare may narrowly lift, pry, and derermine 
© znycertainequeſtion which ariſeth in the Church : or 
« el{c determine and iudge of that which concernes not 
«% che Iudgemenrſcate of the ciuill Magiſtrate, by an B- 
« dit ofrihe Counncell, or an aſſembly ot Diuines: ro the 
© end that either by the 1udgement of the Magiſtrate, or 
&* the Tudicatue of the Pope,.there ariſe no warre which: 
* might be accounted to our ſhame. 

TheClergie men of Reme are alkogether of another 
oppinion,. practiling and endeuouring almoſt nothin 
el bur, warre, nor onely with their Armes, but allo 
threatening others, and whilſt they are doing this, they 
are not alhamedto affirme, thar they are boundcher-un- 
to by the Lawssof God ; Letthem obſerue what Chriſt 
commanded the Apoſtle Peter, ro put vp che ſword into 
the ſheath, Where hath cuer God commanded che 
Clergic, that they ſhould intermedle in matters of tem- 
nccaliimeing or ſhould vadertake warres : much leſſe 
that they ſhould blow che Trumper, or beate Allarmes as 
they do now, (-haue I che deſire oft Dominion their God} 
Obſcrue dil;gently I pray you, chat bloudy Oath incen- 
ded by all the Prelares, . ro the end the faſhion of the an- 
cient and holy Church mighe be maintained incire, like 
as if the faſhion of their Church now were,as it was wont 
co be in former times z Let ys reade that which Tortalian, 

_ Ambroſe, Auguſtine, and other Writers, who ſubie@ che 
Clergic vader the power of the Tewporall z Pope Gri« 
£orions

orims Magaww, wiiteth himiclfe vato che, Empergur 
AMaxritizs theſe words : I the vnworthy ſeruant of 
* your pictie: and a little after he ſaith yet farther, To 
* this end authoritie is given to we from heauen aboue 
* all men, that belong to-my Lords the Emperours for 
& vietic cauſe z When as theſaid Maaririns, would hane 
that Pope Gregory ſhould publiſh a law which ke had 
made : and this Pope adiudging the ſameto be ynreaſon- 
able, and apgrng beſidenis of the Church: hechere- 
fore did not blaſpheme againſt che Empire, but was 0- 
bedient vnto the command of the Emperour his Maſter, 
not difſembling tg ſpeak his minde and oppinion of the 
Emperours Law : theſe are the Popes owne 'wordes: 
(1 bcing ſubic co auchoritie, hauefſenc theſe Lawes in- 
©* to ſeuerall quarrers of the world, and becauſe they are 
* not agreeable coalmightic God, I haue communice- 
* ted the ſame vnrto the Hluftrouſe Lords, by anwafiiue of 
* my owne oppinion,ſo that I baue fully diſcharged my 
& qdutie on both ſides: ſhewing as I am bound obedience 
© ro the Emperour: and nor concealing my opinion in 
& that which concerneth God. 
+ Here ought we to obſerue, how cunningly and crab 
tily the Colledge of Cardinalls obſerue ne at the 
exawple of the ancient holy Church,chictely in che cime 
of Pope Gregory the 3: vnder which this lurketh, thac 
this Pope Gregory was the very firſt who durſt aſcribe & 
cake vnto bimlelfe the zight of the Empire ; Ac what 
time ( I pray you) lived this Pope? about the =_ 
3100. is the antiquitie whereof they boaſt; I way aft.rme

A certaine man named Orrbemus Gratiom, very much a- 
ditedro the Romiſh Church, was che firſt publiſher 
thereof in a booke, wherein are conrained mzny re- 
markable obſcruarions: our of che aftions of this Pope 
Gregory, the colledge of Cardinalls,in the rg. Articles do 
conclude the Popes authoritie, and not out of theſe ac- 
ciones onely, bur alſo of other Popes who hane delt moſt 
tirannically with the Empire.
